Unmanly. 



Tlie extremely unmanly device to 
■which the Government lias had re- 
course with a view to coercing or in- 
timidating independent members of 
the House caimot bo too severely re- 
prehended. Willing and unscrupu- 
lous emissaries are set clandestinely to 
work in tho constituencies for the pur- 
pose of obtaining signatures to docu- 
ments requiring their representatives 
to support tho Government or resign. 
It will readily bo beliovod that these 
emissaries aro not very scrupulous r.s 
to the representations made in order 
to obtain signatures. Tho motives of 
members aro impugned; their words 
and acts misconstrued and falsified; 
and all this is done secretly — snnkc- 
in-the-grass fashion. If one of these 
political assassins meets (which often 
happons) an elector possessing too 
high a sense of what is honorable and 
fair to strike his representative from 
behind on the mere representation of 
an avowed enemy, tho strictest secrecy 
is enjoined, — he is asked not to say 
anything at all about it. It was thus an 
abortive attempt was made the other 
day in the Now Westminster District; 
but only a small minority of the elec- 
tors were caught, and the member, in 
a manly and sensible reply (published 
in tho New Westminster papers), de- 
clined to stultify himself and his con- 
stituency by obeying instructions con- 
voyed in a document tho signatures to 
which were obtained on false preten- 
ces. It is thus that tho Government 
emissaries aro moving in other Dis- 
tricts, and their organ has actually the 
shamelessness to threaten members 
who dare to oppose tho Government 
with the result! So far as we aro en- 
abled to judge, there need bo little fear 
asjto the result. That the mode of pro- 
ceedure is unmanly, un-Biitiah in tho 
extreme, need not be argued. There 
is not, wa venture to affirm, a single 
member in opposition who is not ablo 
and willing to go before his constitu- 
ents and justify his course. Thoro is 
probably not one who would shrink 
from meeting one or all of the Minis- 
ters in an open and manly can- 
vass of his constituency. Rut 
this secret, cowardly, assassin- 
lilco movement every honest man must 
condemn. Indeed, it seems question- 
able whether it would not properly 
come under tho head of intimidation, 
undue influence, interference with tho 
independence oi Parliament; and it is 
worth considering whether Ministers 
should not bo called to account for it 
under the head of "Privilege." 
Amongst tho numerous fallacious 
stories employed in this clandestine 
way for the purpose of inducing elec- 
tors to stab their reprogentati ves from 
behind, the staple one, so far as the 
Island constituencies are concerned, 
is that to oppose tho Government is 
to oppose the immediate construction 
of the Esquimalt-Nanaimo Railway — 
that to overthrow tho Government 
would bo equivalent to stopping the 
work. The utter absurdity of this 
proposition is surely too obvious to 
require one word from us. It would 
scarcely be more absurd, it would cer- 
tainly be no less true, to assert that 
to overthrow tho Walkem Administra- 
tion would be to stop the revolutions 
of the Earth. As the junior member 
for Victoria District truly said at the 
Saanich meeting, on Saturday, the 
two things have no connection what- 
ever. The local Government have 
had something to do with tho progress 
of railway construction on tho Island. 
As was well expressed at tho Saanich 
meeting by Dr. Tolmie, thoy 
were undoubtedly tho means of 
preventing its commencement ten 
months ago, when a Construction En- 
gineer is well known to have been 
ready to commence. But to say that 
the work will move faster if the pre- 
sent Ministry remain in office or Blow- 
er if they go out is utterly incorrect. 
There would, indeed, be some force in the 
convene proposition!

ASSEMBLY. 

FOURTH SESSION. 

Monday, March 15. 
In tho absence of Mr. Speaker, Mr. 
Mara was voted into the CIi»ir. 

PHIVlJiEOE, 

Mr. Holbrook complained that he had 
not received the customary copies of 
bills, reports, etc. , as was arranged by 
resolution last session, and the constitu- 
ents of lion, members ware actually sup- 
plied |by tho Government with copies 
that ought to come through tho hands of 
tho hon. members. 

FIRST ItEADINOS. 

Hon. Attorney-General iutroducod a 
bill to make powers of attorney valid in 
certain cases. 

lion. Attorney-General introduced a 
Bill to amend the County Courts Acts. 

Dr. Tolmio introduced a Bill for rogu- 
lating the As sen .meut of Ileal Property, 
and for amending the Municipalities Act. 

Mr. Semliu introduced a Bill in rwlo - 
enco to branding and earmarking Cattle. 

Hon. Mr. lieavcu introduced a Bill to- 
amond tho Eoligiou3 Institutions Ord 
nance, 18C9, 

LAND ACT. 

Mr. Suiitho moved that tho "Land 
Act Amendment Act" bo referred to a So- 
lsot Committee, comported of the follow- 
ing gentlemen: Massrs. W. A. liobert- 
aon, Semliu, Booth, Brown, Robson and 
Smithe. 

Hon. Attorney-General said the motion 
was out of order, the Bill having been 
already ordered to oomo up for a second 
reading to-day. 

The bpeakor ruled tho motion out of 
order. 

E. J. BlXAiiCOUKT. 

Mr. Smitho moved that a respectful 
Address be presented to His Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying that ho 
■will be pleased to senoi tiown to this 
Houso a copy of tho petitiou of Estalou 
Joso Bitancourt to Lieutenant Governor 
in Council, concerning a parcel of laud 
to which said E.J. Bitancourt lays claim, 
together with all correspoudeucu and do- 
cuments connected with and rtLting to 
said petition. 

Mr. Smithe said that the petitioner bad 
a section of land on Salt Spring Island 
and an aero of land had been taken from 
his claim without his consent. He felt 
aggrieved, ami had petitioned the Govern- 
ment, but being shut out under the Bill 
of Rights, he had only this recourse left 
liim. Ho hoped the Government would 
not interpose any objection; if they had 
done uottiitig wrong thoy had nothiugto 
fear from au investigation. 

The resolution wa* carried. 

contracts. 

Mr. W. A. R ibertson postponod the 
following resolution: — That a Select 
Committee ho appointed to enquire into 
the manner in which a contract for the 
supply of tho City Prison with groceries 
and provisions, was awarded to Jatnos 
Fell «t Co.; uaid Committee to consist of 
Messrs. W. A. Robertson, MoCreigbt, 
Brown, Smithe. and Liobortson, and have 
power to send for persons and papers; in 
order to ask tho hon. Provincial Secreta- 
ry a question. 

PHTITION. 

Mr. Brown moved that a Select Com- 
mittee be appointed to consider tho pray- 
er embodied in the petition of Alexander 
Burnett, Philip Grinder and Thomas 
Hutchinson, with power to call for such j 
petition, persons, and papers, and that 
the following gentlemon be named as of 
such Committee: Messrs. Robson, Smith, 
Semliu, Humphrey* and Brown, 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys seconded. 

Hon. Attorney General said the petition 
•was not before the Home, ami tho reso- 
lution wan therefore not in order. 

Mr. Humphreys declaimed against the 
objection of lite Government to petitions 
from the People. 

Hon. Attorney General acknowledged 
that he was wrong— that the petition had 
been laid o:» tho table without his know- 
ledge in an irregular manner. He pro- 
ceeded, however, to claim that the peti- 
tion was not in order under tho 81th Soc- 
tion of tho IS. N. A. Act. 

Mr. Humphreys — I rise to a question 
of privilege. I understand this 
position, anil require no prompting. 
The petitiou was regularly introduced by 
Mr. Semlin, member for Cariboo. The 
question to be determined was, Js there 
a griovaneo ? 

The hon, Attorney General road from 
proceedings before the Ottawa Parliament 
to show tint a motion for a committee 
upon a petition was ruled out of order by 
the Speaker. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— Wall, if that is 
the case, what redress has an injured 
Subject ? Are men situated ns theso pe- 
titioners are to bo shut out from ob- 
taining justice ? He strongly urged the 
appointment of a Committee to inquire 
into the validity of the claims. 

Tito Acting Speaker said that ho would 
have to rule tho petition out of order 
under the 81th Section of tho B. N. A. 
Act. 

Mr. Robson said that two sessions ago 
a similar petition was declared to bo in 
order by tho decision of this House, and 
was referred lo a Committee. This wns 
tho onlr in t the iiibjec, had to appeal 
to, and if these doors were closed against 
him ho bad no redress. He hoped that 
such n severe construction would not bo 
put upon petitions by the Government, 

Hon. Attorney-General said tho case 
quoted was admitted to bo a mistake at 
the time. 

Mr. Humphreys said that tho denial of 
the right of petition had caused rovolu- 
t in mt in otl)«r countries; and ho would 
not regret if it caused a involution in this 
(laughter). Ho pointed put, in eloquent 
language, the necessity of admitting such 
petitions to I ho Bar of tho House. 

The Acting Speaker said that ho had 
alroady ruled tho petition out of ordor. 

Mr. Eobaon asksd when and how the 



Houso had deolarod that its notion two 
years ago was irregular ? 

Mr. Humphreys appealed from the de- 
cision of the Chair. 

The Chair was sustained, by 14 to 6, 
and tho petition was thrown out. 

IUiFUKSENTATION. 

Mr. Robson moved the second roading 
of the bill to givo Nauaimo an additional 
representative and to givo Cassiar Dis- 
trict one representative. Tho lion, mov- 
er said tho population of Nauaimo was 
now upwards of 2000, and its maritime 
and commercial importance was such as 
to entitle it to a larger representation 
than at present. In view of the large 
public works to ba uudortakon ho ex- 
pressed his belief that the population of 
Nanaimo would bo doubled within two- 
years.,' Tho lion, leader of tho Govorn 
mont had acknowledged la-t year 
that Nauaimo was entitled to an addition 
al member, and hs expected no opposition 
from him now. 

With regard to tho creation of Cassiar 
into an electoral district, ho believed very 
littlo need bo said. That large and growing 
district was clearly outitlod to a member, 
and he did not purpose to contitio tho 
representation to the mining district pro- 
per, for thore wore largo interests spring- 
ing up on the Northern Coast which ought 
to be included witliin tho electoral dis- 
trict. Its connection with New West- 
minster district did not meet tho case at 
all, as notono of tho members represent- 
ing New Westminster had over soon tho 
Cassiar district. The Bill would iucrense 
the number of representatives to 27, ami he 
thought no valid objection could bo urg- 
ed to tho Bill. 

Mr. Ilolbrook quite agreed in tho main 
that Nauaimo should have another repre- 
sentative aud that Cassiar should bo re- 
presented in this Houso. Cassiar Buffered 
from grievances and folt tho necessity of 
a representative on tho floor of this Houso. 
But he hold that Cassiar would bo repre- 
sented by a resident of Victoria, aud 
therefore, although ho would vote for 
tho Bill going to Committee he should 
movo that Now Westminster bo allowed 
an additional member (laughter). He 
pointed out tho importance of New West- 
minster as a contributor to tho support 
of the Government. In any amendment 
that he might introduce he would see that 
the lumber intorosts of tho district as well 
as tho agricultural interests should bo 
represented. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson said Nanimo was 
entitled to another member. It was one of 
the most important exporting districts in 
tho Province, aud was really the only 
place in the Provinoo that was going 
ahead. He deprecated ttio sectional re- 
marks of the hon. gontleman who had 
preceded him, and said it was a pity there 
was any water between the two suctions 
(hear hear). He cordially supported tho 
Bill. 

Mr. Barnston referred to the floating 
character of the population of Cassiar 
where the interests were not settled, 
and ho hoped the Bill would bo laid over 
till another Houso met, as it was rather 
premature. Ho thought that tho claims 
of Nanaimo might be laid over for one 
year, until tho permanonce of Cassiar had 
bsen established, and then the ooystitu 
tion act might bo altered so as to include 
Nauaimo and Cassiar. 

Mr. Humphreys said that the popula- 
tion of Cariboo being a floating ono as 
well as that of Casjiar, must be, accord- 
ing to tho reasoning of the hoD. geutlo- 
man who had preceded him, disoutitiod 
to representation (laughter) . He refer- 
red to the unsatisfactory character of the 
information this Government were in 
possession of oonoerning Cassiar, aDd 
said that 4,000 or 5,000 men wore more 
entitled to a representative than Cariboo 
with a population one-fourth les3 than 
that number which had 3 members. He 
ako warmly supported an additional 
member for Nanaimo. 

Mr. McCroight whilo wishing to see 
tho number of members increased, said 
at first sight it was just and proper that 
Cassiar should hav« a member, but it was 
right for" tho Houso to consider whether 
a population liko that of Cassiar would 
not bo all gone before a year or two and 
a very fow hold tho district as a pocket- 
borough. 

Hon. Attorney General Raid wo wanted 
no more members. Was it not absurd to 
hay that this House of 25 members could 
not conduct tho business of this small 
population? What ho wanted to see was 
a redistribution of seats. Ho referred to 
Kootenay as dead and not entitled to re- 
turn '2 members. Ominaoa had HjOO peo- 
ple two years ago aud had scarcely a doz- 
en now. 

Mr. Smitho thought Responsible Gov- 
ernment would never bo a complete suc- 
eojs in this province until there wore a 
greater number of members in tho House. 
The leader of the Government had ad- 
vanced tho idea that 25 members could 
expend the revenue of $400,000. No doubt 
if that was tho only business, tlmt could 
be dono by ono man. Ho supported the 
member for Nanaimo in his opinion, and 
thought that in the ease of Nanaim > ev 
pecially another member was desirable. 
He thought mining interests wore per- 
haps made too prominent, and agricultur- 
al ones comparatively overlooked, but 
Cassiar was already Hourly as important as 
Cariboo, and in his opinion ought to bo 
represented. As a matter of principle be 
thought mining districts wero sufficient- 
ly represented and was inclined to agree 
with the leader of tho Government that it 
would be beat to have a redistribution of 
seats. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson thought many of 
the figures in the case of Cassiar purely 
imaginary. Ho did not think tho popula- 
tion there last year was over 300, mid 
what it would bo this year nobody could 
toll. He asaertffd that the Province of 
Quebec was provided by tho B. N. A. Art 
with (15 members, Other Provinces would 
be represented in proportion, and British 
■Columbia was allowed 25. Tile principle 
followed in this case was that of repre- 
sentation by population. Ho also said 
that tho population of) tho oountry nt 
largo had not increased no as to warrant 
any increase in tho representation. He 
urged against the argument that it was 
necessary to have some ono to explain to 
tho Houso tho wants of Cassiar District, 
that the requirements of Cariboo would 
bo a sufficient criterion of the wants of 
tho new gold field and that the Minister 
of Mines, created by Mr. Barns ton's ex- 
ertions last session, would attend to the 
subjoct. The case of Nanaimo ho ad- 
mitted was somewhat different. Ho com 
plimcnted the present hon. member for 
Nanaimo. but appeal-oil to think, how- 
over, that that place was sufflcioutly ro- 
presonted at present. 

Dr. Tolmio thought it would bo well to 
have more information on tho sub loot, 
but was sorry to see tho hon. Lflador of 
tho Governmoat $q very cautious. 



(Laughter.) Ho was sorry to hoar so 
much about tho Mainland and the Island. 
For his part ho was willing to givo Now 
Westminster three members to represent 
each of tho three interests — lumbering, 
Ashing and agricultural, of which that 
place was a centre, whilo Nanaimo was 
well entitled to two members. Respect- 
ing mining camps a littlo caution might 
not bo amiss.

Monday, March 15th. 
Tho loarnod Judge, upon taking his 
Rcat, remarked upon Iho grout irregulari- 
ties in the conduct of the election which 
knrl been brought to light by tho ovi- 
dotieo. Not only wore tho lists irregu- 
lar, but tho mode of conducting tho elec- 
tion wits tondemned. Such a mass of 
irregularities, His Lordship continued, 
hnd never before been disclosed ill this 
Court, and who oould tell how much 
thoro might be behind ? Tho prayer of 
the petitioner was to havo tho election 
s8t snide an illegal, ami although n scru- 
tiny might soot tho petitioner, still, it 
had boon shown that many persona had 
besn deterred from voting in more than 
ono Ward by th<» threat of the Returning 
Ollicer who stated under oath bo was in- 
structed to make tho threat by tho City 
Glork.
